1. Prior to early June 1950 a Ruvnanian mountain infantry battalior. was stationed 
at an ole barracks installation on the northeastern perimeter of Rasnov (2 35/ 
X 27), on the eastern side of the road to Brasov (R 35/X 37). According to 
locel residents, the battalion was commanded by a major. 


2. The barracks installation esnsisted of an leshaped builcing of several stories, 
alarce stable, a building serving as an armory and garace, and several small 
amex buildinrs. 


30 In accition to Rumaiians, some Hungarians and ethnic Germans served with the 
battalion. All soldiers were tall, strong men who ranged from 18 to 20 years 
of age. Locel residents said that most of the soldiers were anti-Conmmists. 
No Soviet military persomnel was seen in the billeting area, 


lh. The soldiers wore bromm uniforms, ski-pants, hobnailed mountain beots, and 
perkas and berets, The food was inadequate, Dinner and supper usually con- 
sistec of beans and barley. 


5. Four aT cuns of about 0 mm caliber and one horse-draw, single-shot 75—mm 
nountain gun, Gerrian and Soviet submachine guns, German light machine cuns and 
. Seviet model Uaxin heavy machine cuns were observed with the unit when it left 
for fleld exercises, The battalion was equipped with some motor vehicles, 
inclucing five or six Praga trucks and some German passenger cers. 


& In May 1950 the mountain infantry battalion from Rasnov held field exercises 
in the Rasnov-Brasov area, together with an artillery unit with tracked vehicles 
whic: , accorcing to local residents, was stationed in Brasov,

7o In July 1950 the barracks installation on the western side of Strada Lunga, about 
500 meters south of the Tartholomae ratircad station » Was occupied to capacity by 
Rumanian troops whq,local residents said were infantrynen. 


8 Horse-cramm artillery troops were in another barracks installation on the rorth- 
ern side of a street thich branched eastward from Strada Lunga. The junction of 
the two streets was about 1 im-south of the Bartholemae railroad station2 
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9. Mountain infantry solciers were secon in the barracks installation near 
the Scherg factory. Some guns, rososbling German light infantry guns 5 
wore in the barracks yard. The soldiers wore the uniform and boret of 
the nountain infantry. # 


10, A military offtee, known as the military acrinistration 9 was in the building 
of the Rodina motion picture theater on the western side of strada Lunga. 

. inthe surmor of 195C troops camped on oprengbers, a hill which was about 2C0 
meters liigh and located soutinest of the Lartholomac railroad station. Local 
residents said that AA cun emplacements were on the hill 2 Thich was off limits 
to civilians, A similar restricted crea was on a nountain, about 1 y200 neters 
high and located south of Drasov in the extension of Strada Lunga. the mountain 
mes called ginne by the ethnic Germans. # 

12, Ue Sovict troops were observed in Drasov. 


13. ‘ocal residents stated that nany northbound troop trains, coring from the cirec- 
tion of Ploesti (R13/l/C Gh), passed through Brasov in Vay and June 1950.
